DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 2, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 40, 71, 75, 79, 112, 130-136, 138-145, 147-153, 155-161, and 163 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by DE 413639. 

Broadest reasonable interpretation of the term "plurality of assimilable organic 
components" is deemed to mean "more than one assimilable organic components". 
Example 1 (Beispiel 1) contains adenine, glucose, and myo-insitol, thereby anticipating 
the cited claims. Applicants' assertion that the reference fails to disclose a "plurality" of 
the claimed components does not provide any reasons why the three components 
disclosed in Example 1 fails to comprise a "plurality". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 77 and 164 are allowed.
